Maria Del Drago appointed 


to Women’s post 


After a year of struggle for 
women on campus, the 
appointment of Maria Del Drago 
to the post of Coordinator of 
Continuing Education Programs 
for Women, has been made by 
Dr. H. J. McCormick, Dean of 
Continuing Education. 

Ms. Drago’s appointment was 
one of the few high positions 
given to a woman during the 
course of this years Affirmative 
Action Program. 


According to Dr. McCormick, 
the responsibilities of this newly 
created position “will involve 
providing leadership in the 
identification of needs of 
women related to extension, 
summer session, symposia, 
conferences, institutes and the 
establishment of new programs 
to meet these needs, as well as 
the development of support 
resources for program income 
and grants and contracts from 
appropriate agencies.” In making 
the announcement, Dr. 
McCormick additionally stated 
“It is expected that activities 
will involve survey and program 
development, sometimes in close 
cooperation with agencies and 


associations of the region such as 
personal and career counseling, 
professional updating, 
mid-career retraining, 
community service for women, 


self-fullfillment and other 
programs that would be of 
special interest, need and 


significance for women.” 

Ms. Del Drago will fullfill the 
duties of her new position in 
addition to her current duties as 
Public Information Specialist for 
Continuing Education-~a 
position she has held since its 
inception in October, 1970. 

A member of the Women’s 
Caucus and the Women’s Studies 
Board at CSU, Sacramento, the 
new Coordinator is also a 
founding member of the Status 
of Women Commission in the 


Adult Education for Women 
Section of N.U.E.A. (the 
National University Extension 
Association). 

A well-known civil _ rights 
activist, she is a National 


Director of N.O.W. (the National 
Organization for Women) and 
serves as National Coordinator 
of N.O.W.’s National Task Force 
on Minority Women & Women’s 
Rights.

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Psychologist challenges 
‘Kids want to laugh’ 


Children are not learning in the 

contemporary school system 
because there is nothing in 
schovl to motivate them 
according to Dr. Wm. Glasser, 
educational psychologist, who 
spoke to an overflow crowd in 
the CSUS Little Theatre 
Tuesday. 

Speaking on “Schools Without 
Failure’, Glasser suggested that 
failing a child  scholastically 
irratates the child. “If you faii 
the child you discourage the 
child,” Glasser said. 

Glasser offered three ways to 
encourage children. First give 
the child kindness and 
consideration, then have a laugh 
with them and finally try to 
communicate with them 

Noting that the traditional 
form of education § revolves 
around the philosophy of 
punishment and reward, Glasser 
suggested treating each child as a 
human being with value in 
himself. Glasser also observed 
that there hasn’t been a laugh in 
some classrooms for over 30 
years. “Kids want to laugh, you 
don’t have to do much to make 
them laugh,” Glasser said. To 
increase communication, the 
structure of the classroom must 
be changed according to Glasser. 

Glasser indicated that in his 
discussions with teachers they 
insist that the children will not 
talk in class. “It’s not that they 
won't talk,” Glasser said, “the 
seating is just bad. Move the 
classroom chairs in a circle and 
then they can relate.” 

The teachers were hesitant at 
this suggestion according to 
Glasser. They offered excuses 
such as “The custodian won't let

us move the chairs.” Actually, 
the teachers didn’t want to move 
the chairs because they were 
afraid that they would lose 
control of their classroom. But 
they couldn't lose control 
because that was something they 
never had concluded Giasser. 
Glasser has observed that where 
the preceeding guidelines are 
followed the kids felt better and 
begin achieving scholastically. 
There are some misconceptions 
concerning his theories. Glasser 
said that he went to one school 
and the principal expected him 
to put the mal-adjusted children 
in a machine, turn the handle 
and tring them out adjusted. 
Giasser said that his advice to 
the principal was to merely stop 
aggravating the children. Stop 
requiring rote memorization and 
other meaningless exercises. 
Rather, discussion and _ oral 
answers should be stressed. Also 
children should be given the 
opportunity to express their 
knowledge in written answers 
that require more than a 
true—false answer 

One factor that is hindering the 


operation of the school is 
education’s tradition of 
preparing the child for a 


vocation. Glasser labeled schools 
as goal oreinted institutions. An 
atmosphere of learn without 
questioning has been 
perpetuated according to 
Glasser. However, children today 
are coming to school asking 
what can the institution can do 
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to help improve them as a 
person. The school is not 
equipped to handle this role 
searching by the students Glasser 
said. Today children want to 
question while they learn. 
Glasser concluded his speech 
by indicating that elementary 
education is the easiest to 
change. He suggested that 
secondary education is more 
goal oriented and is more 
resistant to change. Glasser 
insists that there institutions 
must change, otherwise they will 
be turning out a lot of people 
that believe they are failures 
merely because the school 
cannot adapt to the needs of the 
students.

will be expanded this fall, when 


the more permanent staff for the 
station is selected. 


Standard radio stations in 
Sacramento have tended to 
ignore the problems of the 
minority and the oppressed in 
the community. Since they have 
no way of participating in the 
management of commercial 
broadcast stations, campus radio 
is one of the few outlets to their 
public expression. KERS feeling 
both their responsibility and 
outside pressure by these groups 
have opened up their time so 
that they can openly express 
their beliefs and  culturai 
differences to a large listening 
audience. 

That listening audience will be 
expanded soon, when the station 


finally goes stereo this summer, 
boosting up the power of the 
station from 5,400 watts to 
10,000. This will allow people 
further off campus to enjoy the 
programming of the station. 
Originally the station was to 
have gone stereo during the 
spring semester, but problems in 
setting up the equipment and 
the lack of qualified engineers 
on the station have delayed the 
new stereo broadcasting. 
Experiment is another key 
word for KERS. 

They have also been 
experimenting this summer with 
a special program designed to 
combine the talents of staff 
members and _ local guest 
musicians into a Friday night 
staff party as a live broadcast. 
One of the benefits of this type 
of program has been the 
elimination of the “‘invisible 
audience syndrome.” With direct 
audience reaction, the 
performers and the DJ can 
better alter their performance to 
match the audiences needs.

His name is 
Albert J. Lima and is a 
communist from the “old guard 
era.’ This does not mean his 
ideas and goals are antiquated. It 
only implies that he joined the 
party during the depression era 
of the °30’s. This is in contrast 
to today’s “radical communists” 
such as Angela Davis, who on 
the communist party scene is a 
newcomer. 

Mr. Lima's main purpose in 
coming here as well as his 
current activities is to help 
promote the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. during the 1972 election 
The Party nominated Gus Hall 
for president. Gus is a long-time 
communist leader and just now

The Party members called a 
meeting after the Stalin expose 
of the fifties in San Francisco. 
California is divided into two 
districts, San Francisco heads 
the northern district and Los 
Angeles the southern district. 
Lima was one of the fifteen 
California Smith Act defendents, 
under the conspiracy section, 
charged with “teaching the duty 
and the necessity of advocating 
the overthrow of the 
government by force ance 
violence.” (At this point Lima 
gave a little chuckle.) The trial 
held in Los Angeles, was a long 
one. The defendants were helc 
for over eight months during the 
fight for bail.. “We finally won 
the bail fight. They held us for 
$100,000 bail and we carried the 
fitht on up to the Supreme 
Court, despite the fact that the 
admendments to the 
Constitution guaranteed 
reasonable bail. Up to that time, 
there had never been established 
a precedent for having 
reasonable bail and our case had 
established the precedent that 
unreasonable bail could be 
challenged and we were then let 
out on $10,000 and $15,000 
bail vach instead of $100,000.” 
The case in which Lima and the 
other 14 defendants were 
involved was also important 
because it was one of the main 
cases used by the Supreme Court 
to .knock out the conspiracy 
section of the Smith Act and 
declare it unconstitutional. The 
Communist Party ‘challenged it 
on several legal counts and rana 
very vigorous campaign against 
it’ which led to the court’s 
decision. 

The reason the Party has 
decided this is the year to run is 
“because in many areas of the

country the Communist party is 
still labeled with an illegal status. 
There are only 39 states where 
they are on the ballot.” This is a 
time of radical upheavel in the 
country and “now people are 
supporting our right to get on 
the ballot.” 

Lima said that the Communists 
are going to challenge the laws in 
California, Oregon, Hawaii and 
expect to be on the ballot in 
Alaska. “We'll be on from about 
32 to 36 state's ballots come 
November.” 

The big difference today is that 
many more people are willing to 
Sign their ballot petition. In the 
past everyone was a closely knit 
group and only communist party 
members or believers would sign 
the petition. This was a very 
small group. Lima cited 
Pennsylvania as an example of 
how this has changed. “In 
Pennsylvania where our party is 







































fairly small, 35,000 people 
signed our nominating 
petitions.” Even in the unlikely 
Places such as the Southern 
states people are signing, “many 
who disagree with our point of 
view sign because they believe 
we have the right to have the 
chance to express it.” 

There are two main goals of the 
Party in California. The first is 
to challenge the 
constitutionality of the highly 
restrictive laws that keep off the 
bailot the minority parties. This 
is reminiscent of the Peace and 
Freedom and American 
Independence party attempts in 
1968. The second goal is to 
obtain the needed signatures to 
be on the ballot in November. 
The deadline is September 7. 
The major difference is the P & 
F party and the AIP do not have 
the stigma on them as being 
un-American and illegal as do 
the communists. But, the 
Communist Party here in 
California has a better track 
record in court on constitutional 
cases and perhaps in this “new 
era’ of letting people have the 
right to their views, the Party 
might just win against that 
election code law. 1972 has been 
a strange political year to predict 
anything. 

On July 4 and 5 the ticket of 
Gus Hall and Jarvis Tyner with 
Lima will be in San Francisco to 
officially announce the 
Communist Party’s petition 


drive to get on the ballot.

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CSUS Residence Halls 
New ideas in high density living 


Fall 1972 will be a time oi 
change and experiment at the 
campus residence halls. Dr. Joe 
LeCamera, Housing Director, 
and his staff are trying some new 
ideas in {high density living” 
with the goal of helping people 
be more sensitive to those 
around them. 

There has been a noticeable 
change of vernacular in the 
housing office since Fall 1971. 
The staff now refers to the 
dorms as resident hails and ‘‘a 
community of folks living with 
other folks’. In the past the 
dorms have been just a place to 
sleep and eat for most residents. 
To develope this community 


LeCamera hopes to see 
responsible people living and 
learning together in a “high 


density living” situation. 
Another change in the halls has 
been in student assistants. Until 
now there have been 18 
Residents Assistants who 
frequently acted as policemen in 
each corridor. This spring !2 
students were chosen from 70 
applicants for paying positions 
as Living Group Advisors. These 
advisors will not act as 
policemen but as friends and 
go-betweens for students and the 


administration. Their job is to 


share skills with the residents 
and help in the living-learning 
process 


The rest of the staff consists of 
two head residents, two graduate 
counselors, the housing director, 
and his assistant May Callahan 
who will work together to build 
this new philosophy 


One of the graduates will act as 
a head resident and both will be 
available to the students for any 
kind of counseling. They will 
also. assist the L.G.A.’s_ in 
corridor problems 

Dr. LeCamera hopes to hold 
training program seminars in 
high density living and involve 
people in what's happening at 
the dorm. One possibility for 
living-learning involvement is the 
construction of the new dorms 
and a new community. In Fall 
‘73 the hall residents community 
will increase from 600 to 1000 
students and will have new 
dining commons. 

Along with a new philosophy, 
the 3 present dorms will have 
other additions. This summer all 
the rooms will be carpeted and 
should be finished by September 
8th. 

The lounges, lobbys, and 
studies of the three halls will be 
redecorated with new furniture, 
lamps and paneling 

These extra comforts are just 


more examples of the new 
philosophy If people are 
comfortable and have options 


open to them. high density living 
will become popular, even when 
it’s not mandatory, as it is at 
colleges in many other states 
The changes are only one of a 
number of options available to 
the students 

This past spring residents voted 
for 24 hour visitation. And at 
the students request the 
administration permitted 
residents 21 years and over to 
have alcohol in their own rooms.

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Cranston introduces organic 
food protection legislation 


What is organic food? 

An estimated 10 million 
people—nearly a third more than 
just three years ago- will spend 


between $40 and $80 million 
this year on foods sold as 
‘organically grown” or 


“organically processed” 

But because there are no legal 
definitions of those terms—and 
no government regulation of 
organic farming, advertising or 
labeling-more than half that 
money will be going for “ersatz 
organic’ rather than the real 
thing, according to recognized 
experts in the field 

To correct the situation and to 
extend truth-in-labeling to cover 
the expanding organic focd 
industry, Senator Alan Cranston 


introduced an amendment to the 


Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act that: 

For the first time defines 
‘organically grown” and 
“organically processed” foods 


and food supplements, directs 
the Food and Drug 
Administration to set standards 
under which food can be 
advertised or distributed as 
“organic” and to_ prescribe 
labeling requirements. The bill 
also calls for federal registration 
of all farms and food processing 
plants marketing organic foods 
and requires at least twice-a-year 
inspections of organic food 
farms and _ processors It 
additionally bans the use of the 
words “organic”, ‘‘organically 


grown” or “organically 
processed” by non-registered 
farms and businesses 

A similar bill (H.R. 14941) has 
been introduced in the House by 


Congressman Edward |. Koch 
(D., N.Y.). 

Cranston said his bill is 
intended to “protect the 
consumer from being cheater 
help the legitimate organic 


farmer obtain his rightful share 
of the market, and preserve the 
naturalness of the soil.”

Organically processed food is 
defined as “food which in its 
processing has not been treated 
with preservatives, hormones, 
antibiotics or synthetic additives 
of any kind.” 


Before foods can be advertised 


or distributed as organic, 
Cranston would require that 
they meet certain standards 


These would cover: 


Minimal humus and mineral 
content of the soil in which the 
good is grown, 

Maximum permissible residues 
of pesticides in the soil and on 


the food,

Cranston said the Rodale Press, 
of Emmaus, Pa., which helped 
prepare backgroung material for 
his bill, estimates there are 
already some 3,000 organic 
farmers in the nation—about 600 
of them in California alone—who 
could immediately qualify under 
his bill’s requirements. 


He noted that his bill would 

protect these farmers against 
“unfair competition by those 
who seek to take advantage of 
the rising nation-wide interest in 
organic foods by mislabeling 
their products.” 


Cranston noted that the small 
family farmer is in a better 
position to compete for the 
specialty organic market because 
“he doesn’t need expensive 
pesticides and mass producing 
farm machinery.’
